.2 lexicon were subs^uelijtly deleted because of their difficulty level 
with respect to vocabulary)\th lexicon from which the ruTes^'were

Acqtrt^ition of all 101 rules by early in the third year of the 
program has th^advantage of permitting children to decodip at a rela- 
tively early tii^^^l^^le -based words from the entife^od* 2 word 
population/ Learning ^ the ru^es by this time also iiakes it .possible 
for the Laboratory's stor^^writers to use in subsequent third-year and 
fourth-year stories any desired ^^ords from among ail rule-based words 
not previously used in Mo^^*t2 storie^^ 

The rules to be taught in the Th^rd-year Program are contained, ip 
Appepdix A, along with the words selected by the story writers to be 
taught as exemplars of each rule and to be inclfided in the first story 
tead by the children after teaching of th^ nlTe, Also, included in 
Appendix A are nine se£s of words to be taught allr "sight" worjis, rather 
than rule-based words in the Third-year Program, The decision not to 
►'teach the rules listed for these sets of words was based on the rela- 
tively low number , of- word exemplars of the^rules and/or anticipated 
learning interference problems due to the similarity of these, rules to 
rules taught previously. 



In -stories following the teaching of the rules in the Third-year 
Program, the story writers will be permittTfed to use as new wortis any 
previously unused rule-based words from the final Mod 2 lexicod. 
Previously unused words from this lexicon have been classifiedf into 
two separate lists based upon their judged vocabifl.iry. difficulty. 
Wotds judged to be iti the active or passive vocabulary of second-grade 
students are listed in Appendix B. Present\ed in Appendix C are words 
which were judged (1) not to be in the passive vocabulary of most . 
^ priinary- grade students and (2) to be useful enough for communication 
purposes that it would be of value to provide vocabulary instruction 
and practice (i.e., meanings and usage in stories).

The first 20 stories w/ill be written to accompany the teacWTng of the 
^ sojijind- symbol correspondence rules and will use afe new wor-d^ the exemplars 
of* th^se rules shown in Appendix A. Stories 21-29^ will use as new words 
the nine sets of sight words in Appendix A. New words for the remaining 
third-yearns tories will be selected from among the rule-based words 

contained in App^fTSlx B.

The Third-year Program will contain a broad range of stor^ types, 

^ The program yill include sports and adventure stories, myst-jry stories, 

fairy tales,* science fiction, and humorous stories. Approximately 70- ^ 
80 percent of the stories wilT deal with realistic or semi-realistic 
characters and situations, although the excitement and humor levels in 
these stories will typically be greater than is normal in real life. 
The characters and events in the remaining 20-30 percent of the stories 
will clearly be of a more fantastic^ nature. , 
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TKe Fourth-year Program Vill contain both individual stories and 
shprt novels. Approximately 70 individual stories similar to the third- 
year stories will be included in the Fourth-year Program. The new words 
for these stories will- also be selected from the words listed in Appen- 
dix B. The remaining reading material for the Fourth-year Program will 
consist of short novels ranging from 6-12 chapters in length, A chapter 
in a novel wi-ll be similar in length to an individual story in the 
Fourth-year Program. There will be about seveu or eight novels in the 
program, and these novels will contain a total of approximately 70 
chapjiters. Thus, there will be a combined tota.1 of about 140 chapters 
and stories in the Fourth-year Program^. 

All new words' used in the novels will be vocabulary words selected 
from the word list in Appendix C.

among the vocabulary words in Appendix C, In the stories, it would be 
^ H d^s\rable to use the word in a context in which its meaning is relatively 
&asy to understand at^d/or to include an illustration representing the 
.new, word on the firstj page on which it appears. Whenever feasible, one 
or both of these procedures should be used unless they interfere with 
the plot or continuity of the story. 

All new words from^he first-year and second-year stories, except 
those from the seconc|-year Animal Stories, will serve as the beginning 
word base for the third-year stories. These words are listed in 
Appendix E. The new words from the Animal Stories are not included in 
the beginning word base because these stories will serve as supplementary 
^ reading in thje Second-year Progr^, and some children therefore will 
not- be introduced to these new words in the second year. 

A record of new words used by story in the third-year and fourth- 
year stories will be maintained ^by the story writers and editor. The 
editor's responsibilities will also. include (1) determining that ^ 
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specif ications .regarding , types of stories, word usage and story length 
are followed and (2) maintaining for the third-year and fourth-year 
stories sximm?ry charts similar to the first-year and second-year charts <
